Peanut farmers - be careful what you put 
in your spray tanks 


All over Coffee County farmers 
are very diversified in the types of 
enterprises in which they are in- 
volved. Because of this we have an 
extremely strong agriculture base. 
However, when involved in several 
enterprises a producers has to be 
careful and not let one enterprise en- 
danger the other. This is the case 
when spraying chemicals for one 
crop and then changing chemicals to 
spray on another crop out of the 
same tank. 

Most beef farmers are using very 
excellent products to control weeds 
in pastures. Be sure and always fol- 
low the label directions and read 
your label before you use any pesti- 
cide, but take extra special care 
when you use a restricted use pesti-

If you have used a pasture chemi- 
cal with a non-ionic surfactant to 
control weeds in pastures and then 
sprayed peanuts with the same tank, 
there have been some reported prob- 
lems in the past. Dr. John Everest, 
Weed Scientist, Auburn University, 
talked to me recently and indicated 
in a nearby county last year that 
there was a problem spraying pea- 
nuts with a tank after using a pasture 
herbicide. The farmer that had 
sprayed his pasture had triple rinsed 
the tank using ammonia, soap and 
water and had noticed some wilting 
of his peanuts even after the fourth 
tank of spray. This is not to say that 
all pasture chemicals are a problem. 
However, you must realize that 


many pasture chemicals are very 
toxic to peanuts. There is a possibili- 
ty when you spray any chemical out 
of one tank and clean it and then turn 
around and spray peanuts that you 
may have a problem. 

If you use any chemical not la- 
beled for peanuts and then plan to 
spray peanuts out of the same tank, I 
would recommend that you rinse 
first with water or soap and water. 
Then put a quart of ammonia to each 
25 gallons of water, fill the tank and 
let it sit for 24 hours. Flush the sys- 
tem and flush the tank with plain wa- 
ter one more time. This is the recom- 
mended procedure to rinse chemicals 
from a sprayer. Many labels will 
have some of this same procedure. 
When one spray tank is used to 
spray several different crops, your 
rinsing and cleaning procedure is of 
the utmost importance. Even after 
you follow the rinsing procedure, 
there is always a chance that you 
could still have some of the chemical 
left in the system that would cause 
another crop a problem. If you have 
any further questions concerning 
herbicide management on your farm, 
please feel free to give me a call at 
894-5596.

Kitchen Safety Tips

April Gardening Reminders 


In the flower garden, plant early- 
started annuals or bedding plants. 
Pinch them back when 4 to 6 inches 
tall to promote bushy growth. Zinni- 
as, petunias and salvias all benefit 
from pinching. 

Take time now to divide mums 
and dahlias. Also, plant summer 
bulbs such as gladiola, caladiums, 
milk and wine lilies and ginger and 
floriosa lilies. 

Give your bearded iris a feeding 
with an all-purpose garden fertilizer. 
Spray iris for borers. 

Prune spring flowering shrubs af- 
ter they bloom. Fertilize azaleas and 
camellias. 

If you plant tender vegetables 
such as beans, corn, squash, and cu- 
cumbers as seed, plant them now. 
Also in South Alabama, plant heat- 
loving vegetables. 

You can extend your corn harvest 
by planting successive crops when 
ihe previous crop has three to four 
leaves or plant early, mid and lgte 
maturing varieties all at the same 
time. 

When you plant crops such as 
squash or cucumbers in a circle or a 
hill, put a stick upright in the middle 
of the circle and leave it there. Later 
on, you'll know where to water the 
main roots hidden among the vines. 

Set the transplants such as toma- 
toes, peppers and eggplants. Deep 
transplanting is good for tomatoes. 
They can be set so deeply in the 
ground that only a little tuft of leaves 
shows above the surface. Remove all 
leaves that would be under ground 
before planting. New roots will

Courthouse windows cost more than expected

The main topic of discussion at 
Monday’s meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission was windows. 

When the bids for the installation 
of new windows in the Elba Court- 
house were opened, they were higher 
than expected. The lowest bid re- 
ceived was from GenCon Associates 
of Dothan. Their bid was 
$139,200.00. 

Both Lynn Seymore, the architect 
for the project, and Marvin Whee- 
less, representing GenCon, were 
present in Monday’s meeting to dis- 
cuss the matter with commissioners. 

Seymore explained that the win- 
dows specified are of the heavy duty 
commercial insulated type. He also 
noted that the design, number of 
windows - more than 100 - and the 
many different sizes also contributed 
to the high cost. 

Wheeless explained that this type 
window would last longer and be 
more energy efficient. 

GenCon’s bid price to the com- 
mission is good for 30 days. 

In an attempt to lower the cost of 
the project, Stacy Watson, represent- 
ing Watson Glass of Enterprise, was 


invited to the meeting to show com- 
missioners a less expensive window; 
however, during the discussion, no 
actual cost difference was given. 

After looking at the windows and 
hearing from all the parties at the 
meeting, commissioners asked Wat- 
son to prepare an actual cost differ- 
ence in the windows specified and 
the one he displayed at Monday's 
meeting. 

The window replacement project 
will be re-evaluated and possible ac- 
tion taken at the next meeting on 
April 22. 

GenCon agreed to a 10-day exten- 
sion on their submitted bid. 

The committee appointed at the 
last meeting to study and determine 
a date to hold the E-911 referendum 
reported back to the commission. 

Commissioner Wendell Black 
speaking on behalf of the committee, 
recommended that the matter be 
placed on the primary run-off ballot 
to be held on June 24. After a brief 
discussion, the commissioners voted 
unanimously in favor of the recom- 
mendation. 

Should the referendum pass, the 
E-911 system will be_ installed 
county-wide at a cost of 78 cents per 


month to each phone bill in the 
county. 

The county will have 36 months 
from the date of approval to install 
the E-911 system. Collection of the 
additional charge will begin imme- 
diately upon passage by the people. 

However, should the system not 
be installed in the allotted time, the 
monies collected will be refunded to 
the phone customers. . 

Daniel Thicbaud appeared before 
the commissioners to request use of 
the “horse barn” (Coffee County Ag- 
ricultural Center Building #3) for 
team roping practice sessions. 

In his written proposal, he re- 
quested a rental fee of $25 per week 
and a waiver of liability insurance. 
In return for the exception to the 
regular rental fee, he agreed to allow 
4-H Horse Club members to practice 
free of charge 

Thiebaud also stated that he had 
plans of producing a monthly Jack- 
pot Team Roping event on Saturday 
afternoons. For that, he agreed to 
pay $100 per day with a waiver of 
the liability insurance. In return, he 
would give the 4-H Club first oppor- 
tunity to any concessions.

Finally, A Presidential Line Item Veto! 


One of the biggest victories in 
the war against wasteful federal 
spending was won last week as both 
the U.S. House and Senate agreed to 
a presidential line item veto, 

By the time you read this col- 
umn, the President should have signed 
this historic and critically important 
budget-cutting tool into law, 

If you feel a sense of deja vu, 
there is good reason. Last year, the 
House and Senate actually passed 
line item veto legislation as part of 
the Republican Contract with 
America, 

Unfortunately, wording differ- 
ences between the House and Senate 
bills caused delays in the final pas- 
sage of a line item veto, But now, a 
year later, the promise of a presiden- 
tial re veto is a reality. 

st what is a presidential line 
item veto and why is it important? 
Historically, the veto power granted 
the President by the U.S. Constitu- 
tion has been limited to whole bills. 

This means that large congres- 
sional bills layered with dozens of 
new and often unrelated spending 
requests either have to be signed or 
vetoed outright by the President. 

Washington lawmakers are a 
crafly sort. For what seems an eter- 
nity they have been masters at attach- 
ing their own personal “pork” spend- 
ing requests to larger national bills of 
popular interest. 

This ensures a free-ride and 
often easy passage for many spend- 
ing bills which would never see the 
light of day standing alone. 

This barnacle approach of at- 
taching pork onto valid congressional 
legislation has literally added billions 
to the federal budget and swelled the

A presidential line item veto 
would enable the President to use his 
veto pen like a scalpel and simply cut 
out portions of spending bills which 
are objectionable. 

Obvious line item veto pen 
targets would be requests for bizarre 
and questionable projects like $1 mil- 
lion to study Russian Wheat Aphids, 
and $35 million for screw worm re- 
search, Even the half million in tax- 
payer dollars requested to build a 
Lawrence Welk museum would not 
escape the new veto pen — no of- 
fense to the late Mr. Welk. 

A line item veto pen in the 
President's hand would be a powerful 
tool to slice waste in the federal bud- 
get. A General Accounting Office 
Study conducted a few years ago con- 
cluded that $70 billion could have 
been saved this way had President 
Bush been given the line item veto 
pen, By now, that figure could have 
been doubled. 

More than forty of America's 
governors already have a line item 
veto. Because most states require 
balanced budgets, the line item veto 
has become critical. 

Conservative governor 
Tommy Thompson of Wisconsin, for 
example, has used his line item veto 
pen more than 1,500 times! He says 
it works as well eliminating new taxes 
as it does gutting pork spending. Not 
a bad idea, if used correctly. 

I’m happy to say that this com- 
mon sense reform will finally be- 
come law, 

Its effect will no doubt be mea- 
sured in an increased standard of liv- 
ing enjoyed by our children and grand- 
children.

Beating The ACT Boogie Man

Cold chills, shivers in the night, 
screams in terror - no I'm not talking 
about murders, I'm talking about the 
ACT or American College Test. Any 
student planning to go to college must 
take the ACT. The ACT measures abil- 
ity in four subjects areas: Science Rea- 
soning, Math, Reading, and English. 

Many books are printed on the sub- 
ject of passing the ACT since the test is 
updated yearly. The higher the score on 
the ACT, the better chance a person has 
of getting into a good college and getting 
a scholarship. A score is recorded in 
each subject area. The scores from all 
four subjects are then added together and 
a composite score is complied, This is 
the score that determines eligibility for 
scholarship, if a student's GPA, or Grade 
Point Average, is high enough. 

At Zion Chapel High School the aver- 
age score for a Zion Chapel student is 
19, Most Zion Chapel students take the 
test at least 3 times. The highest score 
every recorded at Zion Chapel is a 31. 
Zion Chapels highest score this year is a 
28. Almost every year someone at Zion 
Chapel High School is awarded a schol- 
arship based on their score, To receive 
an academic scholarship the score must

be at least 25. 

Although many people fear the ACT, 
the best thing to do in preparation is 
brush up on Math and Science skills, re- 
member to answer every question - even 
if a guess is necessary. My best advice 
is get a good nights sleep beforehand, 
and eat a good breakfast.

Current information 
Suggests that it takes only five gal- 
ons of used oil to contaminate one 
million gallons for fresh water, a 
year’s supply for 50 people.

More than 700 species of butter- 
flies live in the United States. There 
are some species of butterflies 

that are endangered and others 
that just aren't as numerous as they 
were in the past. more and more peo- 
ple are becoming aware that they can 
do things to help these graceful in- 
sects.

Butterflies lay eggs to start the 
cycle. Different species will lay their 


eggs at different times of the ho 
The eggs hatch into caterpillars, 
which are a larval stage of butter- 
flies. These caterpillars will form pu- 
pae in cocoons or as chrysalises after 
the caterpillars are large enough. 
Adult butterflics emerge from the 
chrysalis at the end of this pupal 
stage. This cycle averages from four 
to six weeks for most species of but- 
terflies. 

Butterflies require food during 
both their caterpillar and adult stag- 
es. Plant any of the following to pro- 


vide food for caterpillars: willow, 
oak, cherry, dogwood, clover, cab- 
bage, parsley, fennel, aster, broccoli, 
milkweed, Queen Anne's lace, snap- 
dragon or marigold. 

Caterpillars eat foliage and can be 
quite heavy feeders, Black swallow- 
tail caterpillars can practically strip 
all the foliage off a parsley plant, 
one of their favorites. 

Adult butterflies eat nectar. To at- 
tract them to your yard, you will 
need to plant flowers and flowering 
shrubs that are high nectar produc- 
ers. For Alabama, these include the 
following: black-eyed Susan, butter- 
fly weed, butterfly bush, purple 
coneflower, yarrow, rosemary, zin- 
nia, joe-pye weed, lantana, coreop- 
sis, chives, gaillardia, bee balm, or 
verbena. 

Also, when you're planting your 
garden, be sure to have something 
blooming from spring until fall. This 
will help ensure the butterflies will 
have a steady food supply.

Traveling to numerous 
workshops and conferences, she pro- 
motes good relationships between 
Elba Elementary School and other 
schools. Through these professional 


‘development experiences, she has
